1. EVENTS OVER WEEKEND JULY 2 CONFIRMED TANZANIA'S READINESS 
TO PARTICIPATE WITH UGANDA IN MODIFIED EAST AFRICAN COMMUNITY. 

VICE PRESIDENT JUMBE FLEW TO ENTEBEE WITH 15-MAN DELEGATION 
JULY 2 TO MEET WITH UGANDAN VICE PRESIDENT ADRISI. TANZANIAN 
AND UGANDAN MEDIA (LATTER AS REPORTED BY EBIS) HAVE INDICATED 
THE TWO SIDES AGREED ON A THREE-MONTH (JULY 21-SEPTEMBER 30) 
EXTENSION OE THE EAC. DURING INTERIM PERIOD GENERAL EUND 
SERVICES IN UGANDA AND TANZANIA WILL BE MAINTAINED, ALONG WITH 
CAPITAL PROJECTS. TANZANIA'S HARE OE EXPENSES WILL BE ABOUT 

60 PERCENT; UGANDA’S, 40 PERCENT. THE COMMUNITY SECRETARIAT 
IS TO PREPARE A REVISED BUDGET EOR ENTIRE 1977/78 BUDGET YEAR. 

THE COMMUNITY AUTHORITY (HEADS OE STATE) ARE SUPPOSED TO MEET 
IN JULY TO ENDORSE THE POINTS AGREED ON BY JUMBE AND ADRISI. 

JUMBE'S VISIT INCLUDED A MEETING WITH AMIN. 
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2. COMMENT: TANZANIA WILL PROBABLY DERIVE NO MATERIAL BENEEIT 
EROM MAINTAINING THE EAC AT THIS STAGE. IT WOULD PROBABLY BE 
PREPARED TO CONTINUE ON ITS OWN THE GENERAL EUND SERVICES BASED 
IN TANZANIA, INCLUDING INSTITUTE OF MANAGERMENT, EAST AFRICAN 
MARINE EISHERIES RESEARCH ORGANIZATION, AND RESEARCH 
INSTITUTIONS. WE ALSO DO NOT SEE THAT UGANDA IS LIKELY TO OBTAIN 
MUCH OE PRACTICAL, ECONOMIC VALUE FROM KEEPING THE EAC ALIVE. 
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BUT AMIN IS LIKELY TO PERCEIVE THAT HE HAS GAINED POLITICAL 
LEVERAGE WITH TANZANIA. 

3. TANGOV APPEARS COMPELLED TO DEMONSTRATE THAT BLAME FOR EAC 
TROUBLES LIES WITH KENYA; IT HAS THUS BEEN LED BY ITS PRIDE INTO 
AN ALTERED RELATIONSHIP WITH UGANDA. THE GOVERNMENT-OWNED PRESS 
HAS BEEN GEARED UP TO SPOUT MODERATE ENTHUSIASM FOR UGANDA, 
DRAWING ATTENTION TO HISTORICAL, GEOGRAPHICAL, AND CULTURAL TIES. 
THERE MAY, HOWEVER, BE SOME DOUBTS ABOUT WHERE THE PROPOSED 
RELATIONSHIP WITH UGANDA WILL LEAD. NYERERE COULD END UP IN A 
DIFFICULT TEST OF WILLS WITH AMIN, WITH AMIN IN A STRONGER 
POSITION AS MAINTAINING THE EAC PROBABLY MEANS CONSIDERABLY 
LESS TO HIM THAN NYERERE. AMIN MAY SEE A CHANCE TO EVEN QUITE 
A FEW OLD SCORES. IT SEEMS UNLIKELY HE WOULD STOP AT FORCING A 
MEETING WITH NYERERE, WHICH THE LATTER HAS CONSISTENTLY AVOIDED. 
THE UGANDANS HAVE APPARENTLY ALREADY RAISED THE QUESTION OF 
FORMER PRESIDENT MILTON OBOTE, WHO LIVES IN TANZANIA AS A 
GOVERNMENT GUEST. THERE ARE OTHER PROMINENT UGANDAN EXILES 
AROUND AS WELL, MANY OF WHOM ENJOY TANGOV SUPPORT IN THEIR 
OPPOSITION TO AMIN. NYERERE, WHO HAS BEEN PERHAPS THE LEADING 
AFRICAN SPOKESMAN AGAINST AMIN, MAY BE CALLED UPON TO EAT 
QUITE A FEW WORDS. 
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
